cast a vote then presented himself

lots. The republicans who challenged 
him were ejected and the applicant 
was afterward pushed into the street 
by other republicans 
Then bullets 


flew through the air and four men 
were struck 


Prominent among the fighters were 


"Bat" Shea, John McGough and Jerp 
deary, who drew pistols, and so did 
Others in the crowd. Bystanders say 
that Robert Rosa was knocked down 
•with a club, and while he was lying 
lace downward the assassins sent a 
tonllet into his brain. Another who fell 
was William Boss, the murdered man's 
brother. He was shot in the neck and 
nis condition is critical "Bat" Shea 
was slightly wounded. A fourth man 
was shot, who, it is reported, is John 
McGough. 


Statement of an Eyewitness. 


John H. Boland, a prominent and re- 


spected citizen, was arrested late yes- 
terday afternoon, charged with being 
implicated. Justice Farsman refused 
to take bail, and Boland was remanded 
to jail. 


Before surrendering himself to the 


police, Boland made the following 
statement to the United Press report- 
er: 
r 


"Impressed with the duty of every 


citizen to do his all toward securing 
an honest vote and a fair count, and 
wishing to see the law upheld, I was 
at the polling place in my district all 
morning. During the morning word 
came that the most flagi an t outrage was 
being enacted in the first and second 
districts of the ward 
Repeaters were 


said to be operating- in these districts 
almost without molestation, and when 
the democratic heelers began to arrive, 
the respectable element was on the 
alert to prevent fraud 


"At noon, Shea, John McGough, 


Jerry Cleary and one or two others 
whom I do not know, went into the 
polling place with a repeater, and a 
watcher followed them into the polling 
place and made a protest ag-ainst the 
fellow voting. 


McGough, Shea and others followed 


the crowd back. McGo ujrh drew a re- 
volver and ordered the crowd to stand 
back. Shea and Clearv did the same 
and all three at once began firing 
Robert Ross was struck under the ear. 
He never uttered a word after he was 
shot, apparently being paralyzed by 
the ball. He was picked up and car- 
ried into a residence near by, but ex- 
pired before medical aid could be se- 
cured.

brother had been prostrated by a bul- 
let rushed to his rescue. Before he 
could reach his brother's side he, too, 
was shot m the head from behind and 
fell to the ground.
